VOLTA EXHIBIT BURNED. 


The supreme court yesterday de- 


cided in favor of defendant in the 
case of Thomas E. Ellison vs. Wil- 
liam Branstrattor. 
The case has 


been in the courts since 1887, when 
it was first tried in the circuit court 
and a verdict given in Branstrattor's 
favor. A new trial was had and the 
case went to Wells county on a 
change of venue and from there was 
carried to the supreme court. 
The 


case grew out of the construction of 
the Little river ditch in Aboite town- 
ship and eighteen acres of land were 
in dispute. 
Messrs. Ellison 
and 


Branstrattor owned land on opposite 
sides of the ditch. The ditch was not 
expected to run exactly on the land. 
They agreed to exchange whatever 
land each party might have cut off 
from the main body of his land by 
the ditch. 
The commissioner, who 


was employing Ellison as his attor- 
ney, 
afterward changed the course of 


the ditch to cut off about ten acres 
of Branstrattor's land and Branstrat- 
tor then refused to carry out his 
agreement that each should convey 
to the other the land cut off by the 
ditch. 


Ellison then 
refused to permit 


Branstrattor to redeem some of his 
land from a sale for the ditch assess- 
ment at which Ellison had been em- 
ployed to bid it in, though he took 
from the clerk's office and kept the 
redemption 
money. 
The 
circuit 


court decided that Branstrattor is the 
owner of all the land he owned be- 
fore the ditch was built and that El- 
lison cannot hold the land he bought 
at the sale for the ditch assessment 
and also the money paid by Brans- 
trattor to redeem it, and the supreme 
court affirmed its judgment.

On tho'1U!h ot -Tune, 1758, the first 


Newport Mercury made its appeal-mice. 
It was a little sheet of lour pases, each 
page measuring but 12 by 7 inches, and 
was sent forth under diHi( nlties not to 
be understood at this day, when the 
newspaper is considered a necessity to 
all, but was (hen 
a luxury in which but a 


few indulged. 
It lived, and, although 


after a tew \ears no more is Known of its 
founder, he having left Newport sud- 
denly novei to rotinn, bis mother, Mrs. 
Ann Franklin, placed her imprint, un the 
paper and issued it as before. 


In 17(i:', her daughter married one Sam- 


uel Hull, who assumed charge of Jjie. 
business and conducted it until 1770, 
when he s»hl out to Solomon Southvvick, 
Tins south-man published the paper t i l l 
December, 177(i, when, fearing that the 
British, who were prepaimg to land, 
vouhl destroy the appurtenances of the 
)IKco, he caused the press and type to be 
.mrieil in the ground. A Tory, however, 
iseertained the whereabouts of the bur- 
ed articles and gave the information to 
.lip British, who dug them up and printed 
i paper while they remained. 


It is at tins period, while the British 


were in possession of (he town, that it 
las been claimed that the publication of 


Mercury was suspended, but Hon. 


Samuel (f. Arnold, (he recognised hislo- 
•ian of Khode Island, in his notes of that 
teriod in The Mercury's history, says: 


"This interruption lasted about throe 


vears, from Dec. 2. 1770. to Jan. 5, 1780, 
luring which time The Mercury was 
pub- 


lished at Kchobetb." 


His authority for this statement is the 


Providence Ga-/.ette of March 0, 177!t, so 
it would seem that the claim of its pub- 
lishers that The Mercury has. been pub- 
ished uninterruptedly since 17f>8 is indis- 
putable nnd that this paper is really the 
oldest newspaper published in America. 


After the evacuation by the British in 


1780 
Henry Baiber purchased the paper. 


The Mercury remained in the Barber 
family, being published by different 
mem- 


bers until 1850, more t h a n 70 years, 
when, upon the death of William Barber, 
it became the property of Fred A. Pratl 
and George (J. Mason. These gentlemen 
conducted the business together till in 
February, 185-1. Mr. Mascot sold Ins in- 
terest to David M. Coggcsliall. who re- 
mained Mr. 1'ratl's associate until April, 
1858, 
when he in turn sold out 1o William 


Messor, ami I lie paper was issued under 
Ihe firm name nf F. A. I'rntt & Co. 
For 


live years this firm remained the publish- 
ers, 
until iu DcOomber, ]8(i:j. Mr. Pratt 


bought out his partner and became tin- 
sole proprietor. 


No further changes in the ownership of 


the paper occurred t i l l 1872. when John 
I'. Stillborn purchased the entire plant 
nnd published the paper till 180-1. when 
the Mercury Publishing company wai in 
certiorated, with Mr. Sanborn as treas- 
urer and manager. 


Mr. Stillborn hns been for many years 


a prominent figure in Khode Island af- 
fairs. He has been eight times elected a 
member of (lie slate legislature, twice 
unanimously chosen speaker nf the lionsp 
and t«o years a member of the senate. 
He is nt the present time a very activa 
member of. the legislature.

ELIZA ARCHARD CONNER WRITES OF 


SPANISH 
BARBARITIES.

MANILA, May 2'~.—A foreigner is oc- 


casionally in noli impressed with a Span- 
ish t'nc'o here, say that of ono of the 
broken, defeated oilieeis of the queen 
result's late iinny in (hcse islands. It 
is a fii'-o noble iind clear cut, with an 
expression of infinite sadness in it. 
finch a f;icn appeals profoundly to the 
interest and sympathy of a shallow and 
makes even an Ameiican feel sorry lor 
hapless Qnccn Christina nnd her sub- 
jects. Probably then au hour after he 
will see a picture,, nn actual photo- 
graph, showing liow these rumo Span- 
iards used to torture the wretched Fili- 
pino rebel?. Some of these photographs 
represent the roljel hung tip to a wall 
by Uw cartilage, of liin nose. Another 
represent,') the wietchcd insurrcclo with 
his feet in tho stocks and a Spaniard,

having just such a noble face as that 
which appealed so to your sympathy, 
bearing down hard on tho aiachinu in 
a way to draw the victim's head and 
feet together. The agony on the with- 
ered little brown face is something that 
will haunt you tho rest of your days. 
Again there will he shown to yon a 
poor little native child stretched upon 
a rack, face downward, and another 
Spaniard cutting the blood out of him 
with a cat o' niuo tails. 


When yon see these horrors, the 


blood stiffens in your vein? and yon 
say: "Let Spain go on to her fate. She 
deserves all she has had to take and 
more too. Posing as a civilized Chris- 
tian nation, she has descended to the 
level of tho lowest savages in her treat- 
ment of these her own subjects." 


I have seen the pictures mentioned 


above. A native photographer has a 
stock of them on which to nourish his 
hatred of Spain, So soon as ho feels as- 
sured that a visitor to his gallery has 
no sympathy with the Spaniard he 
brings out these views. IIo has a vari- 
ety of them. I did not believe when I 
saw them that they were actually taken 
from life. It sofftiecl to me they must 
be made up, copied from a drawing, or 
something. But they aro from the life. 
What is more, officers of tho American 
army themselves took some of the pho- 
tographs. 


Seeing those teiriblo pictures, I un- 


derstood more of the cause of the na- 
tives' outbreak against even their best 
friends, tho Americans, than a volume 
nould have told me. From the first set- 
tlement of the country by tho white 
man tho natives have been beaten and 
tortured. 
It has always been tho cus- 


tom among Spaniards to beat and whip 
their Tagalo servants here. The friars 
used to inflict terrible punishments on 
them. A Spaniard here said a few days 
ago that ho would then and there have 
whipped one of his servants, a man as 
old as himself, if he had not been afraid 
tho American authorities would have 
him arrested for it. Thus much our 
army of civilization has accomplished 
already. I know of at least ono Spanish 
woman in Manila who keeps np to this 
day tho heroic old piactico of beating 
her servants with a whip. Maybe they 
will turn on her some day. 


Added to this physical cruelty and 


degradation there was the fact that the 
white man had cheated the Tagalos out 
of their lands year by year and by hook 
and by crook goffHng the moet and tho 
best of Everything material and reduc- 
ing the original owners of the noil more 
nnd more to poverty, It is not in hu- 
man nature—white, black or brown, or 
of any age, sex or previous condition of 
servitude—to forget these things. So 
in the poor, little, brown brain grew 
generation by generation hatred of the 
white- face. 


When the Americans came to Manila 


and gave arms to the natives to us« 
against their former masters, tho Span- 
iards, they believed in their muddled, 
heathen 
way that 
deliverance had 


come at last; that if they helped whip 
out tho queen's soldiers they would be 
rid forever of tho alien race. The same 
sort of dream it if that even some red 
Indians of the United States cherish to 
this day. 


It put a new face on things when the 


Tagalo got it into his nairow brain that 
after all tho Americans were not going 
to leave the Philippines 
How could 


he know indeed that to be a citizen of 
tho great American Union is to be the 
freest, most fortunate man among the 
nations tttdny'? He could not know that 
under Unite.il States I'Olo the Shipping, 
wrong and oppression would cease. How 


con Id he? All white faces looked alike 
to >iim. However well Aguinaldo and 
his shrewder half Chinese advisers un- 
deistood the situation, beyond doubt 
ONE 


the ordinary Tagalo saw in the Aineri 
can occupation of the Philippines only 
a change of masters, ami ho prepared 
to resist the yoko of the new master to 
the utmost. It must be regretfully 
mentioned, too, that there was and is 
on the part of American soldiers who 
had been drinking too much an occa- 
sional instance of wrongdoing toward 
the natives, Thin did not happen ex- 
cept rarely, but it only served to con- 
firm the native's belief in the total de- 
pravity of the white man, and he pre- 
paied desperately to resist coming un- 
der such rule again. 


An old foreign resident of Manila 


tells me he is sine ho sees nothing less 
than the providence of God in the pass- 
ing ot these islands into tbe bands of 
the Ur.itid States. 
At the time of the 


native outbreak against Spain in iH'JU 
there wriv as an actual fact not more 
than '">00 Spanish soldiers in and about 
Manila. Had tliu Tag.ilos possessed any 
organizing and staying power at all 
they would havo shortlv put to death 
the Spanish soldiei", and Manila would 
havo been the some of such riot and 
massacre as the pages of history seldom 
show. 


Fortunately for tbe white residents 


of tho citv, however, the Tagalon had 
only coinage and numlM, nothing C]M>. 
The few Spanish soldieis held their own 
within the city ilbelf till the Americans 
came, and with their coming undoubt- 
edly dawned the faiic-t day that hith- 
erto ha-, brightened (lie 1,400 Philip- 
pine Islands. 


But the Tagalos, not knowing, turned 


airainst thnr delivpreis. Thur outbreak 
against us the night ot Feb. 4 was ex- 
pected by our officers hero lung befoie 
it came. In one or two instances Amci 
ic.in soldiers had been murdered by 
Aguinaldo's men, who sneaked up to 
them on preteii'-eof being friends Feb. 
5 the T.igalrs hurled themselves like 
lunatics against the Ameiican army. 
Leaden rnin and iron hail welcomed 
them. They fell like sheep in tho streets 
and vacant lots of Manila. The pictures 
hero am Irom actual photogiaph1-. To 
their awful cost the Tagalos art) finding 
that it is no longer Spain they have- to 
deal with. Since tbe, wiping out of 
American slavery this Tagalo affair is 
tho most unpleasant, chapter in Ameri- 
can Insti ry, yet it had to be wiitten, 
though with blood and ri(ie«.

national library at Washington, I doubt 
if there is anywhere a gieat collection 
of books more beautifully, elaborately 
and conveniently housed than tho liOO,- 
000 or more volumes which compose 
the Chicago library. Boston has a mag- 
nificent public library building. So has 
Milwaukee, and these aro about the 
only ones, excepting, of course, the li- 
brary at Washington, that can be com- 
pared either in extent or elegance with 
the Chicago library. 


In connection with the Chicago li 


braiy there is a novel and convenient 
system of tree book delivery. Substa- 
tions are established throughout tho 
city, wheie, patrons may obtain books 
without going to the library. 
This is 


good from a utilitarian point of view, 
but not nn unmixed blessing, since those 
who are thus supplied miss tho inspira- 
tion which a visit to this magnificent 
repository of books must give. A visit 
to the Chicago public library,,with its 
grand stairway, its great reading room, 
its tier on tier of tomes, its elegant ap- 
pointments and its air of culture is al- 
most a liberal education. Chicagoans, 
or any one else for thai matter, cannot, 
visit if too often. 


Speaking of books and libraries, it is 


gratifying to note the growth and ad- 
vance in this direction all through the 
middle west. Time was when tho east 
was supposed to have something of a 
monopoly on culture. If there ever was 
such a time, it is now past, Well select- 
ed and well patronized public libraries 
are as common in the cities and towns 
of this section as they aro in New Eng- 
land or New York. 


Tho preparations for the autumn fes- 


tival, at which time tho cornerstone of 
the new federal building will 'bo laid 
with imposing ceremonies, go on apace 
and quite satisfactorily, though theie 
has been a good deal of sparring over the 
location of tho stadium, wherein will 
be held (he entertainments connected 
with the festival. The plans for tho 
stadium, whirli have just been submit- 
ted, outline a handsome structure 1,240 
feet in length by 000 feet in width, in- 
closing in the form of a semicircle an 
arenaViOO feet long and 200 feet wide. 


Public interest in the much talked of 


waterway to tho Mississippi is revived 
by the report of Major Marshall on tho 
Illinois liver improvements. Ho says 
that the project to connect the southern 
end of Luke Michigan with tho waters 
of the Mississippi river is completed so 
far as relates to the construction of locks 
and dams in the Illinois river. 


In the Chicago river 11 Ji miles of 


the channel has bean improved. On tho 
main and south branches (i,'o miles have 
been dredged and 620,088 cubic yards 
of mateiial removed. 
On tho north 


blanch tho channel has been improved 
for a distance of 5?f miles. The Calu- 
met river has been diedged from its 
mouth to its fork, a distance of 3li 
miles, giving a channel 200 feet wide 
and 10 feet deep, except for a short dis- 
tance, where the width is reduced lo bO 
feet. 


For the purpose of connecting the Il- 


linois and IX'S'plames rivers a survey- 
ing party will be put into tho field. The 
survey i;i to determine the cost of this 
improvement, which is expected to ex- 
tend navigation from tte Illinois river 
to Lake Michigan at or near Chicago 


Speaking of the pro^ieps of the work 


on the Ileiniepin canal. Major Marshall 
says the eastern lino of the canal baa 
been definitely located from the Illinois 
river to the feeder junction on mile 28, 
and tho right of way has been condemn- 
ed and paid for. On the western section 
the route from the feedei junction to 
the Mississippi river has been approved. 
JN'estily four miles of canal trunk have

Near these blood stained tienchcs 
lie yet unbmied the bodies of two 
Amriican nildieis whom death hasnms- 
tercd out in :i country far from home. 


This nasty job would have been over 


months ago if the natives were civilized 
men, as so many good old ladies in tho 
United Ktatrs t-enato and elsewhere 
have been fond of telling the Ameri- 
can public. But they will not come out 
and fight. Their way is to crawl on the 
ground like slimy serpents, through tho 
bamboo and banana thicket, till they 
can pick off American soldiers. If they 
are caught, they swear they aro "ami- 
gos"—friends. After having made tins 
declaration, so men as the soldier's 
back is turned they will out with a 
bolo and knifu him from behind and 
then run like deer back to their jungle. 
On one of our outposts not long since a 
South Dakota lad was on duty at even- 
ing in tbe gloaming. He discovered two 
native? sidling toward him. They had 
no guns, lie challenged them, "Who 
goes there?" "Amigos," they answer- 
ed. He let them by. By an odd chance 
ho had no cartiidgo in his rifle at that 
moment. As the two fellows were pass- 
ing they jumped behind him, and, in a 
lightning Hai-li of intuition, ho detected 
their intention t>> knife him. As they 
whipped out (heir kniveri he enatched 
a caitndge, dropped'it into hi" gun 
and filed 
Fate guided the bull, and 


one tellow dropped dead. The other van 
for Ins life. The Dakotan dropped an- 
other caitri.lgo into his rifle and fired 
ag.un, takii g aim as well as he could 
in the fast vanishing evening light of 
tho (rcpic"-*. lie could not tell then what 
execution be bad dune, but next day 
the dead body of (lie other "amigo" 
who had come so near murdering him 
was found lying in tho road where the 
Dakotan had dropped him- 


That was merely the Tagalo idea of 


honorable waifare. Last summer, when 
our fir; I'troop- landed hero and were 
such gieat fui'iids with the rebels, an 
insurrecto oflicer proposed to a captain 
in (he Ameiican army that they should 
make nn expedition together for the 
purpose of captuiing arms from the 
fjpanHi soldiers 


"You and I," said this sweet Tagalo 


oflicer, "will '•lip up easy behind a 
Spanish soldier on outpost duty, scixo 
him and cut his throat and then take 
Ins gnu." J'y (his gentle mode of war- 
faro hundreds of guns and caitiidge 
bells have been added to tho leljclr.' 
available stock. 


On a recent Sunday I was out on our 


extreme outposts southward. On Sun- 
day (he soldipi is apt to be either wash- 
ing or lighting. Here on the south, al- 
though there had been considerable 
firing early in tho morning, tho boys 
wcie peacefully renovating their week- 
ly linen 
At the same time, on the lino 


to the north, around Malolos, ono of 
the bloodiest fights since Febiu-ry was 
taking place, a tight singularly fatal 
to ouroflicei.s. There the brave, lament- 
ed Colonel Mtotzenberg of the First Ne- 
braska was killed. 


On tho south of where we were the 


insurgent lines were- less than a thou- 
imnd yards away, though we could not 
see them through the bamboo and ba- 
nana bush. Ma.ior McCanunon of tho 
Fourteenth regulars conducted us along 
the line of the trenches. A little beyond 
these, dotted here and there along the 
line, were the soldiers on picket duly. 
They had generally secured a mat of 
some kind fiom a ruined native hut 
and made of it tt screen to protect them 
from the fierce sun rays. This malting 
was likewise adroitly nestled in among 
swaying, rustling banana banners, that 
it might not be an attraction too visi- 
ble, diawing towaid it a brown man's 
rifle or knife, as tho case might be. I 
stood awhile at tho inU'enchments, ad- 
inirSsg about equally the beauties of 
nature and the fine physique of (he sol- 
<Hers, when the voice of Major McCaiia- 
mon spoke softly, but persuasively; 


"Better not linger hero very long; 


might draw a shower i,f insurgent bul- 
lets any minute, you know'"

One thing I am glad to leport to the 


people at home -you will not see in a

month's travel in tho civilian world a 
body ot men who look in better health 
and spirits than our soldiers out on the 
linu-i. They aie now mu>lly clad in the 
blown cotton inline called "khaki," 
which the Briti-b army has found so 
excellent tor wear and cculmss in India 
and J'r.vpt. Thi^e Khaki suit" are be- 
coming, and no men can fill them to 
bc-ttir advantage than imr own. 


I never have been gieatly impressed 


with tbe good looks of (he tank and file 
of our Ameiican men at home, llc.ru I 
am 
profoundly 
impressed with that 


same, because it has been called to my 
attention by the contract of our men 
with natives and Spaniaids. 1 filmly 
believe that the American man is to- 
day tile best looking, best fed and best 
built masculine on the caitb, with in- 
iinitu posMl.ililies tor further develop- 
ment ID future. 
The troops here now 


are mostly 
from 
(he 
northwestern 


state>, tall and splendid, like their own 
tree* and mountains They muvo along 
with a free swinging, 
independent 


movement and the pride of kings in their 
faces They are anxious only to got in- 
to the fight, finish this thing and get 
buck to civil life again. 


Not all of them aio soldierly in ap- 


pearance, because hundreds of them aro 
Ire-h recruits, who havo not yet even 
learned what Knduird Kipling calls 
tliu "goose step," but with drill and 
discipline these northwestern boys will 
in time be (he finest looking body of 
soldieis alive today, take (hem whero 
you may. Except, of (nurse, for tho 
danger of being shot, the boys out on 
the, lines havo it more comfortable than 
we do in Manila. They are, well fed; 
their quailers are mostly situated in 
cool, airy .spots. In a drive of 20 miles 
I counted only six live chickens and 
one dead, tho latter in a soldier's hand 


We went thiough the native village 


of Pasay, thence by way of tho ruined 
village- and Church ot San Pedro Ma- 
cati along the, Paeig river and across one 
branch of it to an island on which is or 
was the native town of Pasig. It is not 
occupied by American soldiers, not a 
woman or a chicken in tho place. Over 
eveiy acre of ground where wo passed 
tbe insurgents have been driven back 
by the American .soldiers. 


"There," said 
Mr. Wallace, 
the 


young Ohioan who was with me, "we 
found ."even rebels lying. We buried 
them." 


It was at a turn in the road near the 


P,isig ferry. There was, too, a strange, 
sickening odor in the air. 


"Could you have missed any of 


them?" 


"It might oa°ily be. Somo of the 


wounded might havo crawled off.' into 
the bush to hide and their bodies be ly- 
ing (l)Pie to this day." 


It was a scene of ruin over which wo 


passed 
The insnrrcctos took shelter in 


the leaf and twig huts the natives live 
in, and to prevent this every such hut 
was fired along tho road. All that was 
left of hundreds of little homes was a 
patch of blackened ground. 
At one 


point near Pasig our native coachman 
stopped UP, gesticulating and exclaim- 
ing "Chocolate!" pointing at the same 
time to something near tho roadside 
that looked 
like a papaw grove. It 


was, in fact, a chocolate; grove, and 
near it was one of the blackened patches 
indicating that here had been a Tagalo 
home. 


Tho chocolate tree groves are im- 


mensely profitable. In this grove, grow- 
ing close against the tree trunk here 
and there along its length, were things 
that 
looked like small, 
bright red 


squashes, Inside of thcso grow the feeds 
that aro roasted and ground to form the 
chocolate of commerce.

coachman sprang up tho trues like a

AT THE MODERN DINNER. 


Correct I,njli,K Of the Table—Little 


I'liinlM For <JilfHt». 


The serving, or "place" platen, as 


they are often designated, are tho most 
beautiful and costly Used throughout 
the entire dinner. Present form permits 
these to be put at each cover when the 
table is laid, the plates for the two first 
course's (oysters and soup) resting upon 
them. They are, then removed, having 
served their purpose as ornamental. 


At the left of the plate is the napkin, 


within its folds the dinner roll. Direct- 
ly in front of the plate is the individual 
salt, now (small as it is) an appoint- 
ment 
of great beauty and expense. 


Sometimes a cut glass bout on silver 
waves, the S'altspoon posing as an oar; 
again a half open crystal rou« on a leaf 
of tho wonderful Russian enamel. The 
water goblet and wineglasses stand nt 
thu left and 
arc either grouped 
or 


"spiked," which means placed in a row 
diagonally out from the plate, begin- 
ning with the largest and ending with 
the tiny glass for cordial 
Thus ar- 


ranged, under artificial light they tako 
up and flash back the rays with great 
brilliancy, making them veiy orna- 
mental. 


It is now the rule to u=e a fork in- 


stead of spoon wherever possible, so 
that the latter is almost banished from 
the modern table. Each course, how- 
ever, r< quires a pniticiilnr fork, mak- 
ing it a fine point with the uninitiated 
to determine between (hem when laid 
in a lung row beside the cover. From 
this probably the methud now adopted, 
which saves many mistakes and conse- 
quent embarrassment. When thu table 
is laid, the iisb, meat and entree forks i 
are placed at (he. left of each cover, at j 
the right the meat knife, soupspoon, a i 
.smaller, knife, and the ojster fork. For ! 
all courses which follow (he loast the 
silver for each is parsed on a tray just 
before it ia served.

descert, or "service of 


sweets," as it is now tennnl, after din- 
ner coffee, fruit and linger howls nre 
brought on. The colfie 
ju put at the 


right and the finger bowl at tin1 left of 
the fiuit plate, the fruit knife and fork : 
passed on the tray.

i° never used at dinnn, and .seldom of ' 
late years this side the water. If served, , 
a tiny pat c,r ball on individual butter ' 
platu is put in front of each cover.

prime importance. 
There is no doubt 


Unit for some centuries the hordes of 
Mongolia were stopped in their war ex- 
peditions nt the foot of this wall, which | 
marked Ihe southern edge of their land; j 
for the wiill was nothing more or less 
than an minimise fortilicatioii, the great- 
est Ihe world ever saw, and there were 
plenty of Chinese soldiers to man it. 


Scattered all along the top of. the wall 


were sentinels within communicating dis- 
tance of one another, and no enemy 
could approach without these sentinels 
signaling the fact all along the frontier. 


Every gate in the wall had its garrison 


and every mountain pass through which j 
Ihe wall was built linil its military camp. 
Towns were built and agriculture devel- 
oped along Ihe wall in order to supply the 
needs of the soldiers, and 
I his fact in it- 


self was a protection to China, us it in- 
creased the density of population along 
the frontier. 


For 
1-1 centuries the wall helped to 


protect the empire from its northern foes. 
Then came (he great conqueror of Asia, 
Genghis Khan, who forced the mighty 
rampart China had reared, and from that 
day the wall ceased forever to be of any 
slrntegic value.

To I ear dnwn this wall, even with the 


aid of modern machinery, will be au im- 
mense task. To get :m idea of tho real 
magnitude of this barrier just reflect that 
it is as high as a three story house and 
about halt' as deep, .hisl imagine a solid 
block of house,;! stretching across the 


milieu! from New York to Omaha and

A large part of it has a foundation of 


granite blocks from ti'/o to '1 feet thick, 
anil I lie base of the wall is 10 feet wider 
than the lo;i.

In this discourse Dr. Talinage vigor- 


ously arraigns one of the great evils 
that have cursed the world and urges 
generous interpretation of Ihe ciiarac- 
lers of others; 
text, 
Romans 
l:'J'.», 


"Full of envy, murder, debate, deci it, 
malignity—whisperers." 


1'aul was here calling the long roll of 


the world's villainy, and he puts in the 
midst of this roll those persons known 
in all cities and communities and places 
as whisperers. They are so called '>t- 
rause they generally speak undcrvoiee 
and in a confidential way, theii hand to 
the side of their mouth acting as a fun- 
nel to keep the precious information 
from wandering into the wrong ear. 
They speak softly not because they 
have lack of lung force or because thcy 
are overpowered with the spirit of gen- 
tleness, but because they want to es- 
cape the consequences of defamation. 
•If no one hears but the person whis- 
pered unto, and the offender be ar- 
raigned, he can deny the whole thing, 
for whisperers are always first-class 
liars! 


Some people whisper because they arc 


hoarse from a cold or because they wish 
to convey some 
useful 
information 


without disturbing others, but the crea- 
tures photographed by the apostle in 
my text give muffled utterance from 
sinister and depraved motive, and some- 
times you can only hear the sibilant 
sound as the letter "s" drops from the 
tongue into the listening ear. the brief 
hiss of the serpent as it projects its 
venom. 


Whisperers are masculine and femi- 


nine, with a tendency to majority on 
the side of those who are called "tin; 
lords of creation." 
Whisperers 
are 


heard at every window of bank cashier 
and arc heard in all counting-rooms as 
well as in sewing societies and at meet- 
ings of asylum directors and managers. 
They ure'the worst foes of society, re- 
sponsible for miseries 
innumerable; 


they are the scavengers of the world, 
driving their carl through every com- 
munity, and to-day 1 hold up for your 
holy anathema and execration these 
whisperers. 


From the. frequency with which Paul 


speaks of them under different titles I 
conclude that he must, have suffered 
somewhat from them. 
His personal 


presence was very defective, and that 
made him perhaps the target of their 
ridicule, and besides that he was a 
bachelor, persist ing in his 
celibacy 


down into the sixties—indeed, all the 
•way through—and, some having failed 
in their connubial designs upon him, 
the little missionary was put under the 
raking tire of. these whisperers. He. 
was no doubt, n ra.ro morsel, for their 
Kcandalixation, and he cannot keep bis 
patience any longer, and he lays hold 
of these miscreants ot the tongue and 
gives them a very hard selling down iu 
my text among the scoundrelly and the 
murderous. "Knvy, murderalebate, de- 
ceit, malignity—whisperers." 


The law of libel makes i|uick and 


stout grip of open slander. If I should 
in a plain way, calling you by name, 
charge you with fraud or theft or mur- 
der or nncleanlincss, to-morrow morn- 
ing f might have peremptory docu- 
ments served on me, and 1 would have 
to pa.y in dollars and cents for the dam- 
age. J had done your character. 
I'.ut 


these creatures spoken of in my text 
arc, so small that they escape t h e fine 
tooth comb of the law. They go on, and 
they go on. escaping the judges and the 
juries and the penitentiaries. The dis- 
trict attorney cannot find them, the 
KherirT cannot find them, the grand jury 
cannot find them. Shut them oil' from 
one route of perfidy, and they start on 
another. 
Yon cannot by the force of 


moral sentiment persuade them to de- 
sist. You might as well read the Ten 
Commandments to a flock of crows, ex- 
pecting them to retreat under the force 
of moral sentiment. They are to be 
found everywhere, these, whisperers. 
I 


think their'paradise is a country village 
of about. 1,000 or 2,000 people where 
everybody knows everybody, but they 
also'are to be found in large quantities 
in all our cities. 


They have a prying disposition. They 


look into Hie basement windows at the 
tables of their neighbors and can tell 
just what they have morning and night 
to eat. They can see as far through a 
keyhole as other people can see with a. 
door wide open. They can hear conver- 
sation on the opposite side of the room. 
Indeed, the world lo them is a whisper- 
ing gallery. They always put (he worst 
construction on everything. 


Some morning a wife descends into 


the street, her eyes damp with tears, 
and that is a stimulus to the t a t t l e r and 
is enough to set up a business for three, 
or four weeks. "1 guess that husband 
and wife don't live happily together. I 
wonder if he hasn't been abusing her'.' 
It's outrageous! 
He ought to be dis- 


ciplined. 
He ought to be brought up 


before the church. I'll go right over to 
my neighbor's and I ' l l let them know 
about this matter." She rushes in all 
out of breath to a neighbor's house and 
says: "Oh. Mrs. Allear, have you heard 
the dreadful news? Why, our neigh- 
bor, poor thing, came down off the 
steps in a flood of tears. That brute 
of a husband has been abusing her.

out. Oh, Mrs. Allear, do have your hus 
band go over and put an end to this 
trouble! It's simply outrageous tha' 
our neighborhood should be disturb™ 
in this way! It's awful!" 


The fact is that one. man or womai 


set on flre of this hellish spirit wil 
keep a whole ne.ig*borhood,'a-boil. 


The chief requisition is that the wom- 
an have a small family or no family at 
all, because if she have a. large family 
then she would have to stay at home 
and look after 1 them. It is very impor- 
tant that she be single or have no chil- 
dren at all. and then she can attend to 
all the secrets of the neighborhood all 
the time. A woman with u large fam- 
ily makes a very poor whisperer. 


It is astonishing how these whisper- 


ers gather up everything. They know 
everything that happens. There are tel- 
ephone and telegraph wires reaching 
from their ears to all the houses in the 
neighborhood.. They have no taste for 
healthy news, but for the scraps and 
peelings thrown out of the scullery into 
the buck yard they have great avidity. 
On the day when there is :?new scandal 
in the newspapers they have no time to 
go abroad. On the day when there are 
four or five columns of d e l i g h t f u l pri- 
vate letters published in a divorce east 
she stays at home and reads and reads 
and reads. 
.No time for her liible that 


day, but toward night, perhaps, sh 
may find time to run out a l i t t l e while 
and se<; whether there are any new dc 
velopments.

felt it unsafe to trust the tired horse.

through their noses, and are not fear- 
ed by the Tibetans, who know how to 


have preferred keeping awny from it, 
but on our, commanding them to de- 
scend they did so and we were soon 
interviewing the secretary of the 
chief, as the latter refused to see us 
himself. 
At first they would not 


p-ive us men and horses, though we 
offered to pay well for them, but oil 
our saying we would settle down be- 
side his tent, depending upon him 
for food and safety, they soon, came 
to terms, agreeing that we shoulc 
stay there the next day and go on 
the day following. He sent us fuel 
meat, butter, cheese and curds fo 
presents. We had been so long wit 
the tent people, who were irresponsi 
He, that to get the chief's men seem 
ed quite an improvement nnd it wa 
with an easy heart we set forth th 
next day. 


But what a change! Instead of se 


curity, we found that we had bee 
given two villainous men to escoi 
us and only the promise we had mac 
to send back with them our telescop 
for their chief upon reaching Jyek 
undo in safety secured us any he 
from them. The first night we stay 
ed near one of their tents. But i. 


a quiet night and thanked our lov- 
ing Father for such care over us as 
lo allow ns to reach in safety that 
place, which we did not intend to 
leave without a proper escort to 
Jyekundo, when, of course, there was 
not a single case of small pox.
